Fall Armyworms On Home 
Lawns 

Fall armyworms have been an an- 
nual pest on crops and lawns in the 
Southeast for many years. Lush, 
green, well-maintained bermuda- 
grasses seem to be preferred, but fall 
armyworms also attack other grass- 
es. This year reports have begun to 
come in of fall armyworms on lawns 
and hay fields from south Alabama 
and as far north as DeKalb County. 

Fall armyworms usually occur in 
late summer or early fall, hence the 
name. During most years in' Coffee 
County reports of fall armyworms 
begin to come in late July and early 
August. Infestations seem to be more 
severe and widespread in dryer peri- 
ods that occur during these times. 

When full grown, larvae may be 
up to 1.5 inches long and vary in col- 
or from light green to almost black 
with several along the body. The 
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face” is marked with a light-cole-¢ j 
inverted "y", Development from egg 
to fully grown larva takes place i 
about 2-3 weeks. Larvae then bur- 
iuw iw tne sol and form pupae 
from which moths emerge in about 
two weeks or a little less. 

Damage to turf may vary in ap- 
pearance and severity according to 
type of grass and maintenance prac- 
tices, Bermudagrasses may appear to 
‘thin. out" with development of 
brown spots. Fall armyworm dam- 
age on bermudagrass lawns may re- 
sult in arcas that appear to be 
burned" or browned-out, This is the 
result of grass plants rapidly dehy- 
drating after fall armyworm larvae 
have drought damage. Well estab- 
lished, properly maintained bermu- 
dagrass is rarely killed by fall army- 
worms, but the poor appearance that 
results may justify treatment. 

Insecticides recommended for 
homeowners on lawns are as fol- 
lows: Formulations of carbaryl (Se- 
vin) registered for lawns; chlorpyri- 
fos\(Dursban) formulations; diazinon 
(home lawns only). 


Africanized Bees Continue 
Northerly Trek 

Africanized bees continue their 
trek northward from the Mexican 
border into the United States. 

At Auburn University, Extension 
Entomologist Eric Benson says a 
swarm of Africanized honey bees 
was found in San Antonio, Texas, 
the tenth largest city in the United 
States. This places the bees roughly 
275 miles from where the first 
swarm was found near Brownsville, 
Texas, in October, 1990. 

Mexican officials with the Afri- 
can Bee Program have reported two 
detections of Africanized honey bees 
in the southern part of Sonora. These 
are the first African honey bee detec- 
tions in Sonora, and the most West- 
ern findings along the Pacific Coast. 

Benson says Africanized bees 
haven't been sighted in Alabama, al- 
though the bees may eventually 
reach southem Alabama. 

Africanized and domestic honey 
bees are virtually identical and can't 
be distinguished by sight alone. In 
fact, Benson says the chief differ- 
ence between Africanized Bees and 
domestic honey bees is their behav- 
ior. Africanized bees tend to attack 
more readily and in larger numbers 
when their colony is threatened. 

Benson says Africanized honey 
bees are more easily aroused by 
noises from nearby lawn mowers 
and hedge-trimming. 

Africanized honey bees can be 
expected to spread to four more 
states--Arizona, California, New 
Mexico, and Louisiana--over the 
next 18 to 24 months, according to 
Benson. 

Benson says how quickly the Af- 
ricanized honey bees spread will de- 
pend on the weather and on geo- 
graphic obstacles such as desert are- 
as that offer no food or shelter,

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Judge John Crawley denies Magwood’s petition for re-sentencing

On Thursday, August 13, at the 
conclusion of a hearing lasting two 
days, Circuit Judge John Crawley 
denied Billy Joe Magwood’s petition 
for a new sentencing hearing, 

Magwood, age 39, of Elba, Ala- 
bama was sentenced to death by 
electrocution in June of 1981, On 
October 2, 1986, he was again sen- 
tenced to death during a_ re- 
sentencing hearing ordered by a fed- 
cral judge, Truman Hobbs. 

Judge Hobbs upheld Magwood’s 
conviction in the shooting death of 
Coffee County Sheriff C. F. “Neil” 
Granthan, but ruled that then Circuit 
Judge Riley Green fail to consider 
his (Magwood’s) mental state at the 
time of the shooting. 

It was the judge’s opinion that 


this should have been considered by 
Judge Green as a mitigating circum- 
stance during the sentencing of Mag- 


wood, 

On June 2, 1981, a Coffee County 
jury found Magwood guilty of capi- 
tal murder in the death of Sheriff 
Grantham. 

On March 1, 1979, Magwood 
gunned down Sheriff Grantham in 
front of the Coffee County Jail 
which was located in Elba at that 
time. 

An eye witness to the shooting 
was Deputy Tom Weeks. He later 
identified Magwood as the gunman. 

Magwood shot the sheriff three 
times hitting him twice in the head 
and once in the chest. 

Magwood’s attorneys during last

York, argued that Magwood’s legal 
counsel was ineffective at the re- 
sentencing hearing held Oct. 2, 
1986. 

They contended that, J. L. Chest- 
nut, Magwood’s counsel at the re- 
sentencing hearing, could have intro- 
duced evidence not introduced dur- 
ing the trial, 

The attorneys belicved that this 
additional evidence would have 
shown the seriousness of Mag- 
wood's mental condition at the time 
of the shooting. 

Judge Crawley stated that Judge 
Hobbs ruled that Judge Green could 
only consider evidence from the ini- 
tial sentencing hearing in the re- 
sentencing hearing held in October 
of 1986.

The two cars collided in the inter- 
secuion. 

Mattie Lou Goodson, age 77, of 
Route 1, New Brockton, AL was a 


passenger in the car being driven by 
Blanton, 

After the initial collision, the 
Blanton car proceeded through the 
intersection hitting a parked car be- 
longing to Mrs, Lois English. 

Units of the Elba Rescue Squad 
transported both Blanton and Good- 
son from the accident scene to Elba 
General Hospital. 

Mrs, Adkinson was transported io 
Elba General by private vehicle, 

All of the individuals were treated 
and later released from the hospital. 

Investigating the accident was 
Elba Police Officer Johnny Senn, He 
was assisied by Officer Wesley De 
Vane.

Magwood’s attorneys, Del Valle 
and Power tried several times during 
the hearing, Thursday and Friday, to 
introduce letters and notes written by 
Mag wood, 

The documents allegedly written 
by Magwood were supposedly found 
in July of this year. 

Attempts were also made by 
Magwood’s attorneys to introduce 
into evidence, records from the Vete- 
rans Administration Hospital in Tus- 


kegee. They contended that these 
medical records had just been locat- 
ed by the VA. 

Testimony heard on Wednesday, 
August 12, from Emillo Torres, a 
former Vietnam veteran; Mag- 
wood’s ex-wife, Sara Barnes Mag- 
wood; and his sister, Josie Caldwell 
was also disallowed by Judge Craw- 
ley on Thursday. 

Torres had served briefly with 
Magwood during his tour in Vict- 
nam. Mrs. Magwood testified that 
her ex-husband had sudden outbursts 
of violence and often “heard voices”. 
Mrs. Caldwell told of letters and 


notes written by Magwood that sne 
had recently found. 

Judge Crawley stood by his rulin 
that no evidence concerning the inef- 
fectiveness of counsel during the re- 
sentencing could be introduced at 
this time. 

He also affirmed that no evidence 
as to Magwood’s mental state, be- 
fore or at the time of the murder, not 
introduced at the previous sentenc- 
ing and re-sentencing hearing, could 
be placed in evidence at this time.

The Coffee County Democratic 
Executive Committee met Tuesday 
morning at the Elba Courthouse to 
set qualifications for county commis- 
sioner, 

The first order of business, of the 
committee, was to vote to refund the 
qualifying fees of all local Demo- 
cratic candidates. Fees were returned 
to all candidates who earlier quali- 
fied to run for a seat on the county 
commission and ran for election in 
the local June primary. 

In voting to return the fee, they 
stated that it was “the only fair thing 
to do.” 

Results of the June primary were 
tossed out by Federal Judge Myron 
Thompson who also ordered Coffee 
County to redraw its voting district 
lines and hold a new primary elec- 
tion in Septenber. 

Thompson's ruling came on the 
heels of the Alabama Democratic 
Conference's claim that the June pri- 
mary election had been illegal be- 
cause the county did not redistrict af-

The woman was driving a 1989

from Elba, as Mr. Foster had earlier 
accepted a coaching position with 
another school system. She was a 
Chapter I teacher with the Junior 
High age group students.

What Is The Theory Of 'Thought' Inspiration And Is It 
In Keeping With The Teaching Of The New Testament? 


This "theory of inspiration" alleges that all the Holy Spirit did for § 
the New Testament writers was to supply them with the content or 
thought of the message, leaving it to them to determine the form in 
which it would appear, and the words by which it would be expressed. I 
regard it as clearly false and dangerous in tendency. (1) It fails to take 
into account that it is simply impossible to engage in "thought" without 
the use of words! Words are the vehicles of thought-the instrument by 
which they are both entertained and expressed. We can neither think, 
nor express thoughts, without words, any more than we can work math- 
ematical problems without figures or write musical scores without 
notes. 

(2) Further, the view raises serious questions regarding the integrity 
and accuracy of the message itself. We are solely dependent on words 
which the writers penned for the thoughts which they delivered. If they 
were dependent on their fallible, human judgement in the selection of 
these words, in any instance in which their judgement was in error, it is 
not possible for us today to discover what the Holy Spirit intended. One 
wrong word might obscure, or strike out, a truth essential to our salva- 
tion! The words are all we have. If there is no guarantee that the words 
of the Bible are the ones the Lord intended, then we have no way of de- 
termining what the though is. If the words of the Bible are the words of 
men, and not the words of the Holy Spirit, then it is not possible to 
know which of the thoughts therein expressed are the thoughts of God 
and which are the thoughts of men, since any error of judgement, in the 
selection of a word, would extend to the thought, thus corrupting it. 
Professor Einstein could dictate to a secretary his exceedingly profound 
theory of relativity; and the secretary could transcribe the message ac- 
curately, word by word, though she knew little or nothing about the the- 
ory itself or the significance and meaning of the words expressed. Sup- 
pose, however that the secretary were left to herself to select the words § 
by which to express Einstein's theory, how accurate would her effort 
be??? 

(3) Must we believe that a group of unlearned fishermen, a Greek 
physician, and a Jewish religious leader were left to their own resources | 
to express, in their own words, views by which they neither fully under- 
stood, at times, themselves (Acts 2:39), and which, on occasion, they 
diligently studied in an effort to ascertain what the which was in them 
"did point to?" (I Peter 1:11). Must we suppose that God made the su- 
preme sacrifice of his Son to provide salvation, revealed the plan by 
which it is appropriated through the agency of the Holy Spirit, and then 
left its deliverance to the whims and fallible judgements of men who 
were for the most part without formal training in recording such ef- 
forts? It is difficult to see how thoughtful and knowledgeable persons 
can, for one moment, entertain such a view. ; 

Those who subscribe to "thought" inspiration cannot properly as- 
cribe inspiration to THE BOOK at all. They are logically estopped 
from referring to the Bible as the "inspired WORD of God," inasmuch 
as they did not believe that it is inspired in WORD at all. The truth is, if 
it is not inspired IN WORD, it is not inspired at all, since it is com- 
posed of words. Those who hold this view of inspiration in order prop- 
erly to express their concept of the matter, should identify it as “the un- 
inspired words of men attempting to express, through exercise of 
human judgement, the inspired thoughts of God."

Bush Beans Are Good Choice 
For Filling A Vacant Garden Lot 


Do you have vacant garden space 
but can't decide what to plant? Con- 
sider planting bush beans. Bush 
beans are indeterminate in their 
growth habit, which means the beans 
will at some point set fruit at the 
apex of the plant and won't grow any 
larger. 

Generally, bush beans set most of 
their fruit at about the same time. 
They also produce pods sooner than 
pole bans. Bush snapbeans produce 
in 50 to 60 days after planting; bush 
limas take about 70 days. 

Bush limas, such as Henderson 
Bush, Fordhook 242 and Jackson 
Wonder, and bush snapbeans such as 


the beans before the plants are pulled 
up. 
Besides having some good fresh 
beans in the fall, another benefit of a 
fall garden is that is will cause you 
to clean up the weeds and grass that 
may be growing now. By keeping 
your garden clean, you will prevent 
a lot of weed seed from being 
formed that you will have to contend 
with next year.

COURT RULES THAT EVIDENCE

The Alabama Court of Criminal 
Appeals handed down a decision on 
August 21, 1992 ordering that the 
conviction of Joseph D. Creel be re- 
versed and remanded. 

The major factor in the Appellant 
Court’s reversal of Creel’s convic- 
tion was the “broken chain of custo- 
dy of the state’s evidence.” 

There appeared to be missing 
links in the chain of custody of the 
vials of blood drawn from Creel on 
the date of the wreck. 

In the shipping of the blood sam- 
ples from the forensic lab in Dothan 
to the lab in Auburn, there was no 
evidence showing the identity of the 
person shipping the samples. 

During Creel’s trial, the state con- 
tended that, at the time of the fatal 
crash, he was driving his motor vehi- 
cle at a high rate of speed and under 
the influence of alcohol. 

On April 5, 1991, Creel, age 26, 
of Elba, was convicted of two counts 
of homicide by vehicle and one 
count of assault in the second de- 
S166): 

He was originally charged with 
two counts of murder and _ first- 
degree assault as a result of a two- 
car crash that occurred on July 8, 
1990 near Elba. . 
The fatal collision took the life of 


No lake on Pea 


According to the latest reports, 
there will be no lake built on the Pea 
River at Ariton, AL. 

The U. S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers will not approve the building 
of a lake for the purpose of flood 
control on the Pea River. 

The executive director of Chocta- 
whatchee-Pea River Watershed Au- 
thority, Dr, james Gore, has stated 
that although the Corps is not going 
fo release its preliminary study of the 
proposal until October |, Corps offi- 
cials have told him they will not rec- 
ommend the project. 

Earlier a $400,000 grant had been 
approved for the second phase of a 
study of the proposed lake, but no 
recommendation from the Corps 
means no money to further study the 


CHAIN WAS BROKEN 


Scotty Wayne Norris, 19, and Doro- 
thy A. Skinner, 56, both of Elba. 

Myrtice Guy, 69, of Elba, was se- 
riously injured in the head-on colli- 
sion. 

Upon conviction, Creel was sen- 
tenced by Judge Gary McAliley to 
five years in prison on each count of 
homicide by vehicle and 10 years for 
the second-degree assault convic- 
tion. All sentences were to run con- 
currently, 

At the request of Creel’s attorney, 
Merrill Shirley, Judge McAliley sus- 
pended all but two years of the sen- 
tence. 

Also included in the judge’s or- 
der, was the payment, by Creel, of 
$133,000 to the heirs of Mrs. Skin- 
ner and Norris and $150 to the Vic- 
tims Compensation Fund. Restitu- 
tion to Mrs. Guy was to be 
determined at a later date due to the 
ongoing treatment of her injuries. 

On Tuesday afternoon, Chief In- 
vesuigator for the 12th Judicial Dis- 
trict Attorney’s Office, Bruce De- 
vane, stated that the Creel case 
would be retried in Coffee County’s 
Circuit Court. 

It is not known at this time just 
when the case will be place on the 
court docket. The Attorney Gener- 
al’s Office has asked that the Appel- 
lant Court review its decision. 

Should the decision be upheld by 
the Court of Appeals, the Attorney

The grant was contingent on an 
OK from the Corps of Engineers and

Commissioners were quizzed on 
roads, records, audits and attorney’s 
fees in Monday’s Coffee County 
Commission meeting. 

Dell Ellis appeared before the 
commission seeking an answer as to 
why the Palmer Road, a dirt road, 
had not been worked. He also com- 
mented that County Road 65 had a 
drainage problem. 

Both of these roads are near the 
Geneva-Coffee County line and EI- 
lis’ mother was injured in an auto- 
mobile accident on the dirt road 
some time ago. 

County Engineer Mark Pool at- 
tempted to address Mr. Ellis’ com- 
ments concerning the roads, but he, 
Ellis, left before Pool could get the 
floor. 

Pool stated, for the record, that 
the Palmer Road had been main- 
tained on a regular basis. 

He also told commissioners that 
the county had attempted to acquire 
right-of-way deeds on the Palmer 
Road but no landowners on the road, 
including Ellis, would agree to give 
them to the county. 

In addressing the drainage prob- 
lem on Co, Rd. 65, Pool stated that 
there was no problem, Possibly there 
might be drainage problems on pri- 
vate property along the road, but 
none on the county right-a-way. 

Ellis questioned the commission 
on the storage of county records. 
When he asked where commission 
records are now stored, he was told 
that they are stored at the commis- 
sion's offices in New Brockton, 

He encourage the commission to 
store all county records outside of the 
flood zone, 

Things got a little touchy when El- 
lis began discussing the subject of 
voting in Coffee County, 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton told Ellis that the commission- 
ers would not comment on voting if 
it referred to the lawsuit, Ellis Vs 
Coffee County Commission, now 
pending in federal court, 

During the course of Ellis’ com- 
ments, he eluded to the past court 
case in which his family (himself, his 
wife and his son and daughter) was 
indicted by a grand jury and later 
tried for illegally voung in Coffee 
County. 

“This was an unjustified indict- 
ment. In my opinion,” said Ellis, “it 
was an act of revenge!” 

“I feel that this indictment was a 
desperate attempt by officials includ- 
ing the county attorney and the DA's 
Office to salvage a sinking reputa- 
tion.” 

The Ellis family was later cleared 
of all charges and the indictments 
dismissed in Coffee County's Circuit 
Court
